Navy alters 
account of 
ship attack 

New version raises 
. security questions

WASHINGTON - The Navy 
Friday gave a new account of the 
‘ terrorist attack on the USS Cole, 
saying the destroyer had already 
moored and was refueling when 
it was approached by a small 
bout laden with explosives in 
Yemen eight days ago. 

The revi.sion casts doubt on 
previous ns.sertions by top Navy 
i commanders that the hombing 
was virtually unpreveiitahle 
becau.se the small boat blended 
in with harbor workboais help- 
ing the U.S. warship tie up to a 
fueling station in ilie port of 
Aden, 

In fact, the Navy now says, the 
apparent suicide attack took 
place more than an hour and a 
half after the mooring had been 
completed. At that point, as the 
ship was already refueling, there 
was no reason for a small boat to 
approach the Cole. Sailors with 
guns hud been posted on the 
deck. 

The new account also raises 
(|uestions about the extent in 
which the attack was an "inside 
operation.” While the terrorists 
may liiive had advance knowl- 
edge of the ship’s arrival, it is 
unclear whether they had infil- 
trated the port’s work force. 
Investigators now believe the 
boat may litive been launched 
from the shore tiiui may have 
iiad no connection to the 
Yemcnese company contracted 
to perfonn llie refueling.

Scientists fincJ salmon 
a(dapt quickly to change

SEATFLE - Researchers have 
found that salmon, tho oiulan- 
gored fish that has t mbrotied the 
Northwest in a <lebate over 
broaching lower Snake River 
dam.s, show an impres-sive ability 
to adapt to changes in their envi- 
ronment. 

The trait may offer hope for 
efforts to revive the fish popula- 
tion. "I am by nature: an optimist, 
jind 1 see in our work evidence 
that if you have a sufficient num- 
ber of salmon, they will adapt tt) 
thc-habitais dial are available to 
them,” said University <)f 
Washington, professor 'I'om 
Quinn, a co niilhor of ‘he study 
Friday in the journal Science. 

Researchers found that in just 
.60 years, or 13 generations, sock- 
eye salmon of the same stock 


evolved into two distinct poimla- 
tiims in Seattle's Lake 
Washingion ami the Cedai River. 
In some other creatures, ,smh as 
insects, similar transftirm.iiioiis 
can lake 2(X) generations. 

In the river, male salmon have 
developed more streamlined lx>d- 
ies. which help them navigate 
fust currents and keep them from 
iieing stranded or snagged by 
preilaiors vvlieii water levels fall. 

The lemales are larger than 
average, alloxviiig them to Iniry 
eggs deeper in the riverbed, 
where the eggs arc less likely to 
be swepj away by gushing flood 
waters. 

In the lake, male salmon are 
bulkier and have develoi>ed large 
bumps on their backs, which 
make them more attractive to 
females and help them figlu off 
otlier males.

The -Rispect was identified as 
Donna Mimbach’s brother, 
Lawrence Scott Dame, 28, a for- 
mer state prison inmate. He was 
released the day before the 
killings from the Anoka County- 
jail, where he was being held for 
allegedly stealing one of the fam- 
Uy’sears. 

Dame spent four years in 
prison for slashing a man’s throat 
with a loiifc. He was released in 
February. 

Police had been called to the 
Mimbach house twice recently 
for disturbances invoiving Dame, 
once for theft and once for a 
“domestic-related” situation.

Microwave therapy for 
enlarged prostates is a highly 
effective outpatient treatment to 
relieve urinary symptoms, and 
some doctors consider it safer 
than traditional prostate surgery. 

But the FDA has learned of 16 
men injured when the microwave 
temperatures got too high or 
microwaves beamed onto the 
wrong spot. In six cases, burns 
damoged the penis or urethra.

“Turnover is a huge, huge prob- 
• lem,” Childers said. "Forty-four 
full-time officers have quit since 
he’.s Ixten there." 

“His figures arc inacairaie and 
not factual." Weaver said. “My 
deputies are highly sought after 
because I have a tremendous 
training program." 

Weaver says his deputies are 
recruited to high-ranking posi- 
tions, in'other law enforcement 
agencies. That’s common in small 
sheriff’s departments. Weaver 
siiid. 

“The state of Idaho has man- 
dated a 3 percent cap on my bud- 
get caclt year," he stud. "1 try to 
direct all of that to salaries to 
keep them comiietitivc." 

Childers sees it differently. 

“It directly relates to (Weaver) 
and his manugemem skills.” 
Childers .sttid. “His philosophy is. 
'My way or the highway.’" 

Martinez also said turnover is a 
“problem.

KETCHUM - Laura Evans 
lived life by the motto on her 
license plate: NOMTN2H1. 

But, in the end, there was one 
cancer too wide, too deep, too 
pervasive even for a woman who 
had successfully defeated a 
breast cancer that almost took 
her life 10 years ago. 

But family and friends said 
Evans’ death late 'Tuesday from 
a brain tumor will not derail 
Expedition Inspiration and the 
other breast cancer-fighting 
efforts that Evans instigated. 

“Laura gave it a tough fight 
but the terminal brain cancer 
dealt Laura a hand of cards that 
even she couldn’t play,” said 
Roger Evans, her husband. “But 
Expedition Inspiration will go 
forward in her memory no les.s 
determined to bring about a cure 
for breast cancer.” 

Family and friends have 
planned a memorial service at 2 
p.m.

'' But over the past four years, 
. English as a Second Language 
programs have been helping the 
area’s Spanish-speaking kinder- 
garten students pick up English. 

This program is at all four 
Minldoko elementary schools, 
involving nearly 80 students, or 
chase to 90 percent of all Hi^anic 
klndergartners, said Minidoka 
County School District federal 
programs director Pete Espinoza. 


Espinoza started the local 
branch of the nadonal ESD pro- 
gram four years ago, at Acequia.

needs. He helped start a federally 
funded migrant education' pro- 
gram in 19^ his flrst year teach- 
ing in the disalct. 

ESL differs from simple lan- 
guage instruedon. ESL students 
attend regular l^dergorten class- 
es every mprning. tlten spend 
afternoons receiving intensive 
English training. 

By sdll taking pan in the regu- 
lar kindergarten classes each 
morning, the students do not fall 
behind while acquiring English 
If th^ were to concentrate 
only on language, then they may 
be 9 years old before they arc 


ready for kindergarten, Espinoza 
sdd 

Pot Hernandez has been teach- 
ing tiiis program for two years at 
Memorial Elementary School and 
is imprKsed with the results. 

"It works really well,” she said. 
"They are really exposed to 
Enjdlsh.” 

Most of Hernandez’s students 
are liniited when they first come 
to her doss. 

At the beginning of last year, 
whenever she said somctliing in 
Enj^sh, she had to repeat it in 
Spanish, she said. By the end of 
the year, most of the student- 
teacher conversations were in 
English. 

Her dass this year is full, with 
18 students, with a waiting list. 

‘•There is a big'demand for this 
program,” she said.

Man breathes new life into old cars

MALTA - Armed with skilled 
hands and a little patience, a cor 
fanatic can work wonders with 
rusting, discarded pieces of 
metal. 

For Gale Ward, many of these 
bits and pdeces represent anoth- 
er step toward completing the 
restoration of on antique car, or 
the first step toward starting a 
whole new project. 

"It’s a lot of fim to take a pile 
of rust and make it run,” he sud. 

What Ward considers valu- 
able, many people consider 
Juiik. 

"A lot of people will be clean- 
ing up their farmyards and 
they’ll find on old rear oxle or 
something,” said Ward, 69. 

From the looks of the acres 
behind his house near Malta, 
Ward knows the Idendiy of o lot 
of old cor parts. His property is 
covered with rusty pieces of 
ancient vehicles. 

In one patch of land ore the 
remains of old'Model T bodies, 
ond near them are a few 


decrepit Model A carcasses. 

• Ancient tractors - among them a 
1916 Fordsen Trattor, one of the 
first ever built, he says - adorn 
another section of land. 

A long shed behind his house 
is filled with old cars and old-car 
paraphernalia. Among the cars 
are a 1949 Willys Jeep, and sev- 
eral sedails from the same era. 
The walls of the shed are Ut- 
tered with old crankshafts, 
engine blocks and oil pans. 

While the selection appears 
haphazard, Ward knowrs where 
everything Is. As he strolls post 
shelves of a random-looking 
parts, he spouts history and lore 
about the occasional piece, often 
wiping away rust and grime to 
point out distinguishing charac- 
teristics. 

"To me, these old coz^ are his- 
tory,” he said. 

He still remembers hearing 
about when his grandmother, 
who lived in Elba, first got a 
Model T. 

Before that, he says, she would 
take a covered wagon to Burley 
to purchase goods. The trip 
there would take a full day, she 


would shop for a day, and then 
spend a whole day coming back. 
With a Model T, the expedition 
took only one day. 

Ties to Model T’s run deep. 
Ward’s first car was a Mod.el T 
that he drove in high school, and 
he has been accumulating parts 
ever since. 

He recently completed a pro- 
ject to restore a 1921 Ford 
Model T, the third such vehicle 
he has' finished. He rebuilt the 
first two in the 1960s and sold 
them, he said. But he plans to 
hold onto this one. 

"I don’t need the money, but if 
someone offered me a fabulous 
omount rd be a fool not to take 
it," he said. ”I can always build 
another.’’ 

Indeed, Ward estimates his 
collection has the parts to con- 
smici three or four more Model 
rs. • . 

The 1921 Model T Is authentic, 
he says, but he has added his 
own touch. All original Model 
Ts were bla^, and he has paint- 
ed his a li^t gray. 

"I wanted to be a little differ- , 
cm on the color,” he said.

before she was diagnosed with 
breast cancer - tliat they wanted 
to see the world, to taste all that 
life offered and not wait until 
retirement. They took three 
months one time and traveled 
around the world, going on a 
safari, going down the Amazon. 
They spent their entire marriage 
living life. The phrase ’Just do it’ 
fil them to a T." 

After her breast cancer, Laura 
became fastidious about keeping 
her body strong so she didn’t 
have a recurrence, recalled fel- 
low climber Ted Dale, of Hailey. 
She’d climb Mdy mountain - all 
3,400 feet of it - 40 times a sum- 
mer accompanied by her black -• 
bearlike Bernese dog. Brewski. 
And shc’d lcad dozens more 
Expedition Inspiration climbs 
and treks to Mt. Ranier, Mt. 
lUUmanjaro and other sites each 
year. 

Marybeth Flower, of Ketchum, 
accompanied Evans on many of 
her hikes both in the canyons and 
mo\<n tn<n slopcs suTTOunding Sun 
VaUty and overseas. 

"She was a great teacher,” said

Texas went further 
than most, enacting a rc<|iiire- 
ment that local law enforcement 
agencies regularly buy newspa- 
per space for sox offender infor- 
mation. That shifts the liability 
away from the paper. 

Widespread Internet uvnilabili- 
ty may have convinced many edir 
tors and publishord^lscwhcre 
that the risk is not worth the mar- 
ginal benefit of providing anoth- 
er source for the information. 
While Idaho is not among them, 
at least 23 stu.ces - including 
Texas - post their^registries oii_ 
the Internet. 

“But wo certainly don’t want 
the newspapers chilled. This is 
legitimate public information,” 
said Jay Howell, a Jacksonville 
Beach, Fla., lawyer and former 
U.S. Senate investigator who has 
helped write legislation promot- 
ing public disclosure of sex 
offemlerinformation. 

“We’re still working our way 
through the first set of issues 
raised by these releases. We’re 
on the cutting edge of a new type 
of public safety policy here.” 

Nancy Howell, who also is vic- 
tims’ assistance coordinator for 
the slteriffs office, stiid that as a • 
mother she hopes The Times- 
News keeps publishing the list. It 
has been printed three times 
since mid-1998 and is always 
available on the paper’s Web 
page. 

By helping parents protect 


their children, Howell said, the 
paper provides a service that out- 
weighs any discomfort it might 
cause even the most earnestly 
reformed offenders. 

Aly Colon, u member of the 
ethics faculty at the Foyntcr 
litstiiute for Media Studies in St. 
Petersburg, Fla., .said decisions 
about publishing sex offender 
registries should be made with 
great care. 

Ncwspai>cr officials should con- 
sider what they arc trjring to 
accomplish, what the public tnily 
needs lb know, how that informo- 
tion miglit be most usefully con- 
veyed and how it might effect 
offenders and their families, 
Colon said. 

Alternatives to publication also 
should be assessed to avoid 
unnecessary risk, he said. For 
instance, one Idaho newspaper 
let its readers know the list would 
bo available for public review in 
its offices.

“Newspapers are not in the 
business of making people 
happy,” Niederpruem said. 
“There’s the potential every time 
we publish something that some 
maladjusted person who doesn’t 
gel it will take their psychotic 
thoughts out on the messengers 
of the news. That’s the potential 
every single day in this business.’’ 

The Times-Ncws. in a June 17. 
1998, editorial announcing it 
would begin publishing the list, 
acknowledged sex offenders 
miglit be harassed, that vigilantes 
might force them out of their 
neighborhoods or worse. 

“We didn’t come lo these deci- 
sions lightly.” the editorial said. 
“We know - as the Idaho 
Legislature knew when it passed 
these new laws - that publishing 
this information can have unin- 
tended con.sequences.” 


Flower, al.so a breast cancer sur- 
vivor. “We were coming down a 
steep slope in East Fork Canyon 
one time and I remember being 
so scared, and she talked me 
down.

He 
might be the only Dominican 
ballplayer who speaks Japanese, 
but no English.

2. Roger Clemens. Tlie Rocket 
combines two qualities that can't 
be bent in a pitcher - a magical, 
ageless right arm. and a mean 
streak. The combination led to a 
memorable one-hitter last 
Saturday against the Mariners, 
when he low-bridged Alex 
Rodriguez twice in the first 
inning and dominated the rest of 
the game. He could easily have 
had a no-hitter if Tino Martinez’s 
vertical leap was an inch higher. 

3. Mike Piazza, It’s always fun 
to see how great players respond 
on the national stage, and Piazza 
Ls the ranking superstar in titis 
World Scries.

6. Yankee dynasty. Love them 
or hate them, the current 
Yankees will go down as one of 
baseball's greiuesi teams, and if 
they cement a iliree-pcat - base- 
ball's first since the Oakland A’s 
from 1971-73 their place in his- 
tory will be enhanced. 

7. The Steinbrenner factor.

SALT LAKE CITY - Scott 
McMillin holds up a tangle of 
what looks like bones, though 
closer inspection will show it’s a 
model made of cornstarch and 
wax. 

It is, he explains, an exact 
replica of the skeleton of con- 
joined twins. Surgeons hope to 
use it to plot out a complicated 
surgery. 

■This is the world of Javelin, a 
small Salt Lake company that 
specializes in creating medical 
prototypes. Javelin, a Lone Peak 
Engineering Co., can use its tech- 
nology to take the “slices" from p 
CT scan of a brain tumor and use 
them to build a scale model of 
both skull and tumor. The model 
can then rendered in exact detail 
in various mediums.'from the 
cornstarch and wax to bioceram- 
ic material or metals. 

And the Velocity software that 
drives the process - and which 
Javelin helped create - can 
either create a three-dimensional 
computer image or drive the 
hardware that actually produces 
o model. 

When Alair Emory and 
McMillin formed_the company a 
dozen years ago, they weren’t 
thinking about giving doctors 
scale models of brain tumors or 
lawyers replicas of brain injuries 
for litigation. 

•They worked more with the 
manufacturing sector. But chang- 
ing economic times have led 
them recentiy to phase out their 
contract research and prototyp- 
ing efforts and turn their focus 
instead to medical reconstruction 
and medical litigation. With a 
few medical research projects -

like building wrist bones or the 
r-'cny bones in the cor out of bio- 
ceramic matter - thrown in. 

They hove also, over the years, 
worked with artists to reproduce 
sculptures on the computer and 
turn them into actual models. 

It is the medical potential that 
keeps McMillin and Emory exdl- 
ed. 

For instance, a surgeon could 
cut a couple of hours out of a del-

icatc brain surgery by studying 
the replica of what he would 
encounter in flesh and planning 
out the operation. 

Rendering a scan into a model, 
whether taken from a CT scan, 
MRI or even an image taken 
from a microscope has aLso 
helped diagnose problcm.s, 
Emory said. She talks about the 
man who had a bone fracture. 
The doctor sitspected, because of 


the level of pain that persisted, 
that there was another fracture, 
albeit u tiny one. in the bone. 
Scans didn’t show it clearly to 
the human eye. By putting the 
scan into the computer and then 
building a clear, resin-ba.sed 
model, the fracture was dearly 
visible. Physicians can use tlie 
prototype brain tumors for cali- 
bration to make computer-guid- 
ed surgery more precise. The sys- 


tem can he used to calibrate 
etpiipnienl and med=*al devices 
and easily merges data from dif- 
ferent sources, like the skull data 
from a C T scan and the tumor 
{tis.sue) data from an MRI. 

Or the models can be sent to a 
titanium house to have medical 
pans, which have been approved 
for use in humans, made so pre- 
cisely that, thank-s to the mold, 
they'll fit without adjustment. 


‘Offer a compromise’ process breaks — BANKRUPTCIES 


IRS tax setdement 
plan overwhelms 
the agency

The IRS’ much-touted plan for 
settling tax debts - a key result 
of congressional investigations 
into taxpayer abuses three years 
ago is so overwhelmed with 
applications that the agency Is 
unable to cope. 

As q result, the "offer in com- 
promise” process often takes so 
t ong that some tax preparers ore 
advising their clients to file for 
bankruptcy rather than attempt 
CO pay any of their tax debt — 
exactly the result Congress was 
trying to avoid when it ordered 
the IRS to reform the program. 

“The offer process is broken," 
Dale Hart, an IRS deputy com- 
missioner, told a group of tax 
pracritioners in Los Angeles last 
week, adding that the service 
has been “overwhelmed" trying 
to deal with more than 100,000 

■ compromise requests.- 

At the direction of Congress, 
the IRS loosened its criteria last 
year for accepting offers in com- 
promise, which are formal pleas 
from cash-strapped taxpayers to 
pay less than what they owe - 
typically 12 to 13 cents on the 
dollar. ^ 

The idea was for the IRS to 


settle up ond allov taxpayers 
who hod bMn hounded for years 
by collection agents to start over 
with a clean slate. The taxpayers 
could regain their financial sta- 
bility, and the IRS could stop 
worrying about uncoHcctablc 
taxes. 

But the agency fatted to odd 
needed staff to meet the surge in 
demand and IRS officials say 
most offers aren’t being hancUed 
within the agency’s target time 
frame of six months. Only 40 per- 
cent of offers nationwide get 
processed that fast, IRS spokes- 
woman Michelle Loinishau said. 

Attrition and a tight budget 
have prevented the IRS from hir- 
ing more agents to handle the 
deluge, she said. The agency got 
more money from Congress for 
the new fiscal year, but has no 
specific plons to boost offer-in- 
compromise staffing. Lomishau 
said. 

The IRS' procedures for han- 
dling offers in compromise 
worked fine when only a few 
such coses were considered each 
year, said Hart, who made her 
remarks to the UCLAJE^ensio" 

Tax Controversy Insotuie.. But 
the procedures “don’t work 
when you have a whole lot of 
(cases),” Harr said. “This huge 
inventory mushroomed out of 
nowhere.’’ 

For years, the IRS rejected far 
more applications than it accept- 
ed. The agency typically seed- 
ed requests oitiy it it was unlike- 


ly that the full amount could 
ever be collected. 

But after a series of dramatic 
and iiighly publicized hearings in 

1997 and 1996 that detailed a 
raft of IRS obuses. Congress 
decided the agency should be 
more flexible in dealing witli tax- 
payers who were sincerely trying 
to pay their tax debts. 

In the 1998 hearings, the 
Senate Finance Committee 
heard testimony that IRS collec- 
tion agents browbeat some tax- 
payers for years in casc.s where 
the famiUcs hod no hope of ever 
paying off their pa.st tax bills. 

Lawmakers hoped that a more 
lenient compromise process 
“ would prevent somc taxpayers 
from seeking protection in bank- 
ruptcy, where some tax dcbt.s 
can be erased. Congres.s also 
hoped that leniency would ulti- 
mately result in the government 
collecting more money. The IRS 
estimates it was owed $34 billion 
in back taxes, penalties and 
interest in 1998, the last year for 
which figures ore available. 

The resulting IRS 
Restructuring and Reform Act of 

1998 was:dcsigned.to make it 
easier for taxpayers to qualify 
for relief. The act required the 
agency to consider the taxpay- 
er’s financial situation and abili- 
ty to pay, as well as-the odds of 
collecting the entire bill. 

The new law found a ready

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Wall Street pulls back-to-back rallies 


NEW YORK (AP) - Stock 
prices rose for a' second straight 
day Friday as bargain-hunting 
investors extended a broad rally 
in technology stocks. 

The advance, the first time 
since Labor Day that Wall Street 
put together back-to-back rallies, 
helped the market rebound from 
a turbulent week that included 
Wednesday’s 433-point intra^ 
plunge in the Dow Jones industri- 
als. This was als3 the first time in 
seven weeks that the major 
indexes all posted a weekly 
advance. 

After spending the early part of 
Friday’s session in negative terri- 
tory, the Dow recovered to close 
up 83.61 at 10,226.59. For the 
week, the Dow rose 34.41.

audience among beleaguered 
taxpayers. More than 109.000 
requc.sts for relief were received 
nationwide in the fiscal year 
that ended Sept. 30, up 13 per- 
cent from the year before. IRS 
officials say the actual increase 
ill taxpayers applying was prob- 
ably even greater, because in 
past years many taxpayers 
applied repeatedly after getting 
their forms sent back to them 
i>ccau.se of minor errors. 

Since the new procedures 
went into effect, the number of 
requests actually being consid- 
ered by the IRS has risen 58 per- 
cent. There has also been a rise . 
in the percentage of offers that 
are accepted - about 30 percent 
of the total number of applica- 
tions received this year, com- 
pared to 22 percent in 1997. 
About one in five offers is 
rejected os an inadequate settle- 
ment - about the same as four 
years ago. 


However, the amount of 
money lieing collected b up only 
slightly. The IRS accepted offers 
to repay $316 million of tax debt 
this year, up 7 percent from 
1997. 

And the number of offers that . 
arc withdrawn before the 
agency can oct on them b up to 
11 percent, from 6 percent four 
years ago. Taxpayers often with- 
draw their offers when they’ve 
decided to file for bankruptcy 
instead. 

Some tax preparers refer 
their clients to bankruptcy 
attorneys rather than hove them 
speed time and money pursuing 
a scUlcment with the IRS, 
-Howard said. Some clients, 
already stressed by debt and 
financial problems, simply don’t 
have the emotional resources to 
wait, he said. 

“That’s a sad thing," Howard 
said. “It’s not good public policy 
to force people into bankruptcy 
because of their taxes."

Gomes believes this was no chance 
encounter. 

Gomes' senior pastor, Dogoberio 
Martltfez of Rupert, had talked many 
times about the need to minister to 
unchurched Hispanics in Twin Falls 
Ckiunty- 

“We felt we had a need for a lot of 
Spanish people in the Kimberly areo,” said 
Martinos, who started the first Roca Firme 
^urdi in Rupert five years ago. 

Members of Roca Firme - which is now 
five churches strong - had been praying 
about how to puU the Twin Falls County 
Hispanic community together to share ■ 
friendship and spiritual guidance. 

Soon Gomes and Martinez were making 
plans to meet with Kimberly Nazarene 
minister Michael Seward.

"Unless you’re involved in the culture, 
you can’t know the culture," said Burgc&s, 
who was ordained to the ministry in ' 
March. "They need a place to go where 
they con feel comfortable, I want Uiem to 
know there are Anglos who really care 
about them. If people go where they are 
feeling comfortoble in seeking tlie Word of 
God, they will grow." 

Gomes, who will be assisting Burgess in 
Kimberly, said Hispanics are yearning for 
a service id their heart language.

Philip Yancey, be-st-selling 
Christian outlior, was Just back 
from a book tour to the distant 
Philippines. It was new territory to 
him - but even there, he recalled 
wryly, he couldn’t e.scnpe the 
familiar hot scat. 

There was a campus lulk, and 
the young intellectuals and skep- 
tics were out in force, Yancey said 
in a recent interview. 

"They started in with the 
questions: Will Muslims 
go to heaven? Is it possi- 
ble for an atheist to be 
loved by God? Is Jesus 
the only way, truth and 
life? Why docs God allow 
suffering? They're look- 
ing at me as the one to 
answer them. But I have 
many of those same ques- 
tions. So, many times. I 
stand up and say. '1 am Philip 
not God. 1 don't know 
about suffering. Let’s 
start with whoi I do know. Whnt 1 
do know is the revelation of God, 
especially as a Christian, that 1 see 
in Jesus. The primary choracteris- 
tics ore fairness, mercy, compas- 
sion ond trustworthiness, so let s 
start there.’" 

It was classic Yancey. The 
Colorado-based writer has devel- 
oped a reputation as u disarmingly 
openhanded point man for 
Evangelicalism who helps people 
with the tougli issues of doubt, fail- 
ure, suffering and other conun- 
drums. He colls his core con- 
stituency "people on the edge" 
and says he can speak to them 
with easy compassion because, in 
many ways, he is one of them.

Y oung people need 
spiritual foundation

What arc the odds your teen- 
ager cheated on a school test? C)r 
lied to you or a teacher? Or hit 
someone? 6r showed up drunk at 
school? Odds arc that your child 
did at least one of those unethical 
acts, according to a nationwide 
teen character study released this 

Called "Report Card on the 
Ethics of American Youth,” the 
study looked at the behavior of 
8,600 teens. Here are some of the 
findings: 

• Seven in 10 students sur- 
veyed admitted clieatingon a test 
at least once in the past yc:ir. 

• Ninety-two percent said they 
lied to their parents in the past 
year; 78 percent said they liad 
lied to a teacher. 

• Nearly one in six students 
said they had sliown up for class 
drunk at least once in the past 
year. 

• Sixty-eiglit percent admitted 
they had hit someone because 
they were angry. 

"Ihis data reveals a hole in the 
moral ozone." said Michael 
Joseplison, founder and president 
of the Joseph & Edini Josephson 
Institute of Ethics in California, 
which commissioned the study. 
Whose fault is it for this state of 
student affairs? 

Josephson avoids the blame 
game while urging parents, teach- 
ers and coaches to get more 
involved with young people. 
Perhaps, hut they would still be 
up against: 

• A relativistic ethic, coursing 
throng}) our culture for at leiust 30 
years, that has undermined any 
authority greater thaii self for 
deciding matters of right and 
wrong. 

• I'reedom of expression that is 
no longer simply a |xtliiical rigln 
but personal permission for any 
and all Iwbavior. 

• Consumerism that fuels a 
desire to want more and to have 


it now at the expense of self-disck 
pline and frugality, seen ns anti- 
quated and naive. 

To further debase positive val- 
ues. our culture serves up 
obscene and misogynistic lyrics in 
pop music, lewd and extremely 
violent content in movies, and an 
almost nonchalant attitude 
toward life, from beginning to 
end. 

Less than five years ago, such a 
litiuiy would have been dismissed 
by a large segment of society os 
the rantings of cultural old fogies. 
But the limes, they ore a changin’. 
The voices of those who believe 
they can make a po.sitive differ- 
ence are increasing: 

Long-standing groups - Boys 3: 
Girls Clubs. YMCA, La Raza, 4-H, 
Little League; scouting programs, 
to name a few - continue to be 
integral to the development of 
the moral integrity of young peo- 
ple. And religious groups of every 
stripe are coming up with innova- 
tive ways to provide young people 
the monil foundation they’ll need 
to transform the culture they 
inherit. 

Ail of these efforts depend on 
parents and other adults taking 
the lead in working with young 
people - setting positive exam- 
• pies, serving as mentors and 
counselors, seeking new ways to 
interact with tlicm .so they devel- 
op the moral compass needed to 
navigate in treacherous waters. 

If you haven't connected with 
one of the organizations I've men- 
tioned, check out the opportuni- 
ties they have to offer. Or seek 
out other groups. At the very 
least, get involved in a positive 
way in the lives of young people. 
In the end, that’s how reppri 
cards change: one child, one adult 
working together.

He reported the 
prcsence-of 54 plant spedcs that 
occur only in Israel and Turkey. 

Last yfear .the Missouri 
Botanical Garden in St. Louis 
published “Flora of the Shroud 
of Turin.” written by four U.S. 
and Israeli scientists who re- 
examined Frei’s evidence and 
largely supported his conclu- 
sions. 

However, Bryant writes that 
all the tests were inadequate 
because they used a convention- 
.. al microscope, not a scanning 
electron microscope or transmis- 
sion electron microscope that 
wodd provide more precise iden- 


tifications of pollen species. 

He says Frei should hove 
applied chemicals to remove sur- 
face coatings that obscure details 
of the pollen.

American pianist and conductor dies at 50 


MILAN, Italy (AP) - The 
renowned American pianist and 
cliamber music conductor David 
Golub has died of lung cancer at 
’ the age of SO. 

' Golub died Monday at his 

■ Milan home and was buried 
' Thursday, said a spokeswoman 

for the Padua Chamber 
Orchestra, Alessondra Canella. 
His funeral was held at the 
Basilica of San Slmpliciano in 
Milan. 

An acclaimed chamber ensem- 
ble performer - most notably 

• with the Golub-Kaplan-Carr Trio 
. Golub led the Padua Chamber 

• Orchestra during the 1994-95 sea- 
son and took it on tour In the 
United States in 1999. 

■ Born in Chicago, Golub grew 


up in Dallas, where he began 
learning the piano. In 1969 he 
moved to New York and spent his 
student years honing his tech- 
nique at New York's Juilliard 
School of Music. He also began 
conducting during summer 
breaks at Vermont’s Marlboro 
festival. . . 

In 1979, he accompamed violm- 
ist Isaac Stem on a tour of China. 
A film about the tour, “From 
Mao to Mozart," won the 1980 
Academy Award for Best 


Documentary. 

As a performer, Golub was per- 
haps best known for his work 
with violinist Mark Kaplan and 
cellist Colin Carr in the trio they 
formed in 1982. 

In the late 1990s, Golub began 
cultivating his Interest in opera. 
Under his leadership, the Padua 
Chamber Orchestra recorded 
some of Haydn’s least-known 
work for opera. 

He is survived by his wife, 
Maria Majno.

- $ince June, Snoopy mania' 
. brought thousands of visitors 
downtown and to St Paul neigh- 
'■borhoods to admire and photo- 

• graph the colorful S-fooi 
polyurethane “Peanuts on 
Parade” statues. 

For many, the goal was to pho- 
tograph all 101 Snoopys, and area 
film processors joked that they 
did not have to visit the dogs 

• because they had.olready seen 
them all hundreds of times. 

. ; The statues - St. Paul’s tribute 
-to the late hometown cartoonist 
Ptorles S^uU - were a mega-hit. 
Many suffered lost toils, broken 
ears or cradted legs from being 
hugged by rambunctious kids. 
’'*14o8es lost, paint from being 
. 'rubbed so often. 

But now many of the dogs ore 
gone from dty streets. Forty have 
.'-been auctioned, and 20 more will 


be sold via the Internet after 
Thanlo^ving. Tlicy will be scat- 
tered across the country, but a 
complete accounting of where- 
they all go will likely be impossi- 
ble. “It broke my heart when 
‘World Citiren’ was sold," said 
Lois West Duffy of Ecolab. The 
company sponsored two Snoopys, 
donating “World Gtben” for the 
auctions and keeping the other 
one, “Joe Geon.” 

“World Citizen” went for 
$24,000 - six times what Ecolab 
paid - and its buyer has not been 
identified publidy. 

The world-famous Sotheby's 
auction house, which conducted 
the bidding, will not reveal the 
identities of the successful bid- 
ders from the Oct. 1 auction. 
Neither will the Si. Paul 
Foundation, which is handling 
the $823,000 in ouction proceeds 
throu^ the aeadon of a Charles 
M, ^ulz Fund.

‘Bubble Gum Alley’ disgusts, delights visitors

SAN LUIS OBISPO. Calif. - As 
cultural monuments go. Bubble 
Gum All^ has proved ia staying 
power. Like a wad of Bazooka Joe 
siubbomly stuck on a shoe, it has 
hung on for almost SO years. 

“On a regular day, we get about 
300 to 400 visitors," said James 
Anderson, the assistant director 
of information services for the 
Chamber of Commerce here in 
this central California city. 
There's always “a handful" who 
say their visit wouldn’t be com- 
plete without a trip down Bubble 
Gum Alley. 

And proving that bad manners 
is a universal language, many of 
those searching out the alley in 
this conservative community arc 
visitors from abroad. The word 
most associated with the alley, in 
fact, means the same thing no 
matter what country you’re in. 

That word is “eeew.” 

'4c's kind of disgusting.” said 
Lauren 'Tobin, 21, as she scanned 
the gum<overcd walls. Taking a 
shot at the local California 
Polytechnic State Unlvcrrity stu- 
dents, the biology student from 
the University of Californio ot 
Davis said, “It probobly reflects 


the student population.” 

As the name implies. Bubble 
Gum Alley is an alley in which 
the facing walls of two downtown 
commercial buildings are encrust- 
ed with gum. It doesn’t resemble 
anything but what it is. tens of 
thousandsof wads of multicolored 
gum squired one on top of anoth- 
er in a masticated mosaic 70 feet 
long and IS feet high. At the top, 
the gobs have been blackened by 
age and weather. 

Some hove left messages in 
mudlagc; “Jesus Loves,” “Porky” 
and the sweetly simple “Hi.” 

Others have used the brick 
facades as canvases for their art- 
works. There are flowers, an 
Amcricon flog and several 
impressionistic figures that may 
or moy not be human forms. Two 
dgarette butts protrude from one 
gummy mass, embracing ot once 
the two oral habits that mothcr.>v 
warned generations of cAtildrun 
against. 

The city’s historical sodety says 
the genesis is sketchy, but the 
alley was seated sometime in the 
1950s. 

High school students started 
putting gum on the walls, Col 
Poly students soon followed suit, 
and by the '60s the alley had 


become part of the local color. 

Over the years, San Luis 
Obispo's attitude toward Bubble 
Cum Alley has vacillated. On one 
hani tlie Chamber of Commerce 
lists it os 0 “special attraction," 
and the dty has posted a sign on 
the site. On the other, residents 
have periodically united in anti- 
gum crusades. 

“One year, the Fire 
Departmont hosed it down,” said 
Deborah Holley, administrator of 
the Downtown Association. 
Instead of just falling down ond 
washing away, thousands of 
pieces of old gum shot high into 
the sky. People ran waving their 
arms from n gum-storm that doy. 
HoUcy said. 

Holley entered Gum Alley In u 
national civic competition for 
unusiiai community monuments a 
few ycius back. A banquet room 
in Portland. Ore., was filled with 
representatives of hundreds of 
dries when pictures of the alley 
flashed on the saeen. 

"Eeew, gross," the audience 
said in unison. 

It’s hard to say what Bubble 
Gum Alley says about Snn Luis 
Obispo, or giim, for that matter. 
Maybe it says something about 
the stubbornness of local tradi- 


tions, because the alley seems 
here to stay. 

“It’s interesting to watch 
tourists,” said Holley. “There’s 
this attraction-repulsion thing.” 

You could see it in the face of 
Ryan Norton. 24, of Los Angeles. 
He and his 23-year-old wife, 
Angela, were in town-on a recent 
afternoon celebrating their first 
anniversary. 

To him. the alley was equal 
parts fun and disgusting: his wife 
pronounced it “great. I don't 
know if it’s an expression of art. 
Maylxs this will keep people from 
throwing their gum on the 
ground.” 

Ryan Norton overcame Ins 
repulsion and dedded Uie couple 
should leave their own mark on 
the wall. And so, as tlicy pliglited 
their troth, they merged their 
gum. Stooping, he etched their 
initials in the wad with a piece of 
broken gloss he found on the 
asphalt. 

“We’ll come bock every year 
and put our gum here," he pro- 
claimed. 

sAs anirivcrsory traditions go, it 
might not be the most elevating, 
or hygienic. But the walls of gum 
have already outlasted many mar- 
riages.

“The slam was cold despite the

tingency.” 

South took his club ace, ruffed 
.a club in dummy, and cashed his 
two hJ^ trumps. When Elast dis- 
carded to rev^ the trump loser. 
South’s chances dropped to near 
zero. Lacking entries to establish 
dummy's het^ suit. South had to 
rely on extremely good luck in di- 
amonds. He didn’t find it, and the 
slom suffered an emborrassing 
one-trick seL 

How does South guard against 
a S-l trump break? By preparing 
himself for unexpected develop- 
ments. After he wins his dub ace, 
he does not need to ruff his last 
club inunediately. Instead, South 
should cash his trump ace and 
lead a heart to dummy’s ace. After 
rufflng 0 low heart, he leads a 
trump to dummy’s king, revealing 
tho thorny trump break. However, 
thanks to the preparations, South 
retains control. He cashes dum- 
my’s heart king to discard a dia- 
mond and ruffs another heart to 
establish dummy’s fifth heart. 
Now the delayed club ruff pays 
dividends. It places the lead In 
dummy for the lead of.lhe last 
heoii and a second diamond dis- 
card. Now, whether West rufb or 
not, hU natural Uump trick is the 
only ^ck for his side.
